Three Of .Four Robbers 


Arrested; Safe And Most 


Of The Money Recovered 


In tie arrest of Paul Schreick, aged 19, of 1919 Nineteenth street, 


Ea.y Taylor, aged 21, Fifth and Court streets, by Chief Distel, Capt. 
Startzman and Officer Callahan Smith, and Charles Burt, aged 26, 
Front street, who was arrested in Vanceburg, on orders from Sheriff 
Ernest Rickey, the officials are positive that they have secured three 
of the four men, who on the night of December 29, entered Geisler 
and Eetzel's butcher shop on Market street and stole their iron safe 
and carted it away with over $1,000 in money and valuable papers. 


It developed Sunday that the city and county officials were 


working on separate clues and shortly after Burt was arrested in' 
Vanceburg, Schreick and Taylor were apprehended here. However, 
it was not until Burt learned that Schreick and Taylor were arrested 
here that he would admit to Sheriff Rickey that he was implicated in 
the safe stealing. 


Chief Distel has the written confession of Schreick, who, with- 


out any coercion, Sunday, related every detail of the safe stealing 
and this signed confession, which may play an important part in the 
conviction cf the guilty persons, is in Chief Distel's hands.

The main feature is to bring you to a realization of what confronts 


your street railroad. 


It is not for us to say whether you want a good street railroad that 


will take care of the growing needs of our community or to decide for 
you whether its Continuation is necessary, to your welfare; we believe 
that it is.

It is, however, our duty to operate the plant, and it will be neces- 


sary for us to cut the garment from the cloth at hand, and to do this 
means to economize in every way possible, for we have a large deficit 
to overcome.

A great many people who only ride the cars to and from work dur- 


ing what is known as the rush period possibly do not realize that the cars 
make numerous trips during the day that do not net enough return to 
pay the crews wages and the crews wages are only one-third of 'the 
bare operating expenses without allowing any overhead charges; when 
these are added the return from these trips amounts to less than one- 
fourth of the cost of operation, not allowing- any return for the stock- 
holders. 


When a street railroad is making a fair return on its property it 


can afford to make these trips which are in the nature of an accommo- 
dation to the public which it is pleased to render, but when the total 
service costs 25 per cent more than the receipts this service in an injus- 
tice not only to the company but to the people that use the' cars when 
they are crowded.

Much has been said about crowded cars, but you never hear any 


comment about the car that makes a trip with one or two passengers, 
~and as occasionally happens no passenger.

It has been our observation in the ,past that even when there are 


other cars in sight that would have plenty of room the people crowd on 
the first car until it will hold no more. It has. happened that cars have 
left New Boston.with the first car loaded to the guards and only a cor- 
poral's guard on the last car.

For this reason we feel there always will be crowded cars so long 


as they are run. 


The American.people have a strain of impatience, and when they 


are ready to go they want to get away on the first car that comes. 


What we want and need is nothing more than anyone wants and 


amounts to that oft repeated phrase "a living wage" not a fixed wage 
but a wage that can be regulated to meet the demands. 


With this we can have the assurance to grow and expand, render 


good service and satisfy the people; without it the dry rot will soon do 
its work.

Hundreds of women workers are shown transferring oil shale from the 
narrow gauge .cars to standard fruajre railroad cars at the Esthonia 
government mines. Immense quantities of bituminous shale are beinK 
mined in Esthonia, and are proving better than Scotch, German and 
Swedish shales. The Esthonian shales contain seventy per cent organic 
substances and by dry distillation yield up to. thirty per cent oil. 'i he 
layers of shale, formed by the lower strata of silurian sea mud, extend 
over the whole country from Baltic Port to Narva. The oil shale is 
used everywhere i" Esthonin. The first Esthonian shale mine produced 
in 1919, HI.OOU tons- in 1920, 70,000 tons. The output for the coming 
year is expected to reach one million tons.
